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LAST CALL FOR THE TRAIL RIDES 


Those intending to take part in the 
Trail Rides organized for this summer must 
decide quickly as the guides and horses for 
such large parties cannot be secured at 
short notice Of the two main official 
rides, the five day ride leaves Lake Louise 
early on the morning of July 29th, and 
the three day ride from Banff and Lake 
Louise for Johnstone Canyon early on the 
morning of July 31st, both meeting for 
the Pow-Wow in the Ptarmigan Valley on 
August 1st. Rates for the five day ride are 
$60.00 per head, and for the three day ride 
$35.00 per head. Rebates 
for those who bring their 
own saddle horses are $ 15 
for the five day ride and 
$10 for the three day ride. 

Last day for reserva¬ 
tions, which must be ac¬ 
companied with cheque 
made out to the Trail 
Riders of the Canadian 
Rockies, is July 24th. 

After July 10th all letters 
should be addressed c/o 
the Secretary, Rocky 
Mountain Guides Asso¬ 
ciation, Brewster Trans¬ 
port Company, Banff, 

Alberta, as the Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer of the 
Trail Riders expects to 
leave Montreal about 
that date for Banff. 

The Jasper Squadron 
Trail Ride leaves Jasper 
on J uly 19th and a party 
is expected to ride 
through from Jasper to 
the Pow-Wow in the 
Ptarmigan Valley. Rates 
$350 per head for those 
riding through. $60 per 
headfor the Jasper fiveday 
Trail Ride and Pow-Wow. 

Anotherparty will ride from theKananaskis 
Dude Ranch, to join the five day trail ride, 
leaving Kananaskis on July 24th for Lake 
Louise. The rates quoted by Mrs. Bill 
Brewster for this ride are $10.00 a day. 

A distinguished party headed by the 
Marquis Albizzi will initiate a month’s 
riding and camping trip by taking in the 
first two days of the three day ride, joining 
the Pow-Wow in the Ptarmigan Valley on 
August 1 st. The Duke Dimitri de Leuch- 


tenberg, a great-grandson of Czar Nicholas 
I, is expected to be a member of this party. 

Following on the Pow-Wow, Jack Brew¬ 
ster, who operates the “Glacier Trail’’ 
rides between Jasper and Lake Louise, is 
organizing a party to ride from Lake Louise 
to Jasper—rates $300.00 per head. Jack 
was with us last year on the Goodsir Trail 
and has promise of a good party, which he 
is well able to take care of. 

Guy Weadick, of Calgary Stampede 
fame, expects to be with us and is organizing 
a ride from Lake Louise following the 
Pow-Wow to the Stam¬ 
pede Ranch near the 
Prince of Wales’ Ranch 
at High River. 

A large number of re¬ 
servations have already 
been made for both the 
official trail rides and the 
indications are all in 
favour of a record turn¬ 
out. 

As song leader for the 
five day ride we expect 
to have Harold Eustace 
Key, Conductor of the 
Mendelssohn Choir, of 
Montreal, who was with 
us last year, and has been 
inspired to write a Trail 
Rider’s Song, words and 
chorus of which are 
printed on the front page 
of this Bulletin by cour¬ 
tesy of the publishers, 
Le Carillon, 7 St. Cathe¬ 
rine Street East, Mont¬ 
real, who have issued the 
music in sheet form, 
which we hope to have 
on sale at Byron Har¬ 
mon’s Store, in Banff, 
and other convenient 
places before the Trail 
Rides. This is dedicated to the Trail Riders 
of the Canadian Rockies. All who have 
heard it say it is very catching. “Le Caril¬ 
lon’’ is an enterprising music publishing firm 
in Montreal which has issued a French 
translation to accompany the English words. 
Our hope is that next year we may have 
some French-Canadian trail riders.
